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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claims 1 and 12 recite "... controls said valve to adjust 
attenuation of acoustic energy channel through the acoustic channel..". The 
specification teaches , on page 4, Iin4es 14-22, that in response to the microphone, the 
acoustic valve is actuated between a pass-through position with low attenuation and an 
attenuation position and of a control unit that controls the valve in response to acoustic 
level sensed by the microphone. The specification lacks antecedent basis for the claim 
language as recited.. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 3-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

2. Claims 1 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1 
and 12 recite "... adjust attenuation of..". The specification teaches , on page 4, Iin4es 
14-22, that in response to the microphone, the acoustic valve is actuated between a 
pass-through position with low attenuation and an attenuation position and of a control 
unit that controls the valve in response to acoustic level sensed by the microphone. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 1 (and dependent claims 2-11) recite " .... a control unit that, in 
response to said detector, controls said valve so as to adjust attenuation of acoustic 
energy channeled through said acoustic channel.". Claim 12 (and dependent claims 20) 
recite ".. a control unit that, in response to said detector, control said acoustic valve so 
as to adjust attenuation of acoustic energy channeled through the acoustic channel". 
The specification teaches , on page 4, lines 14-22, that in response to the microphone, 
the acoustic valve is actuated between a pass-through position with low attenuation and 
an attenuation position and of a control unit that controls the valve in response to 
acoustic level sensed by the microphone. The specification fails to provide enablement 
for the claim language noted above, specifically how the control unit functions to control 
the valve as claimed. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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US 5,832,094 to Le Her discloses a device for transmission of sound with selective 

filtering for insertion in the outer auditory canal. 

US 6,082,485 to Smith discloses an adjustable earplug. 

US 5,631,965 to Chang et al. discloses a hearing protector. 

US 7,039,195 to Svean et al. discloses an ear terminal.
